SAN FRANCISCO—The Paint, 
| Varnish and Lacquer Makers Lo- 
cal 1070, formerly in the Inter- 
national Union of Mine, Mill and 
Smelter Workers, were received 
initio the International Union of 
Painters, Decorators and Paper- 
hangers of America with a pro- 
viso that they were to remain 
an industrial union, and with the 
definite understanding that in 
any event no jurisdictional claims 
would be pushed until organi- 


zation was complete. Separate 
crafts were grouped under the 
name of “Maintenance Men’ to 


avoid this. 
Jurisdiction Squabbles 

In open breach of this agree- 
ment, Machinists are already 
claiming members. As a token 
of what may be expected, they 
were pressing claims for men 
of the Glidden Paint Co. while 
the latter was on strike. 

State Organizer Moore, Paint- 
ers Union, told the members 
they could expect the same from 
other crafts as it was there the 
men belonged. When asked why 
the craft unions had made no 
effort to organize these men, he 
replied he did not know. 
Different With Warehousemen 

In contrast has been the atti- 
tude of the Warehousemen, who 
scrupulously refrained from 
claiming men they might have 
claimed, in one instance at least 
telling men to go back and join 
their own union. 


It is one of the ironies of 


the situation that the paint man-. 


ufacturers have all along been 
afraid of the Warehousemen tak- 
ing members.
